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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -9 and 1 6-1 8 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1,2,16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipated by 
Robert 6511490. 

4. Robert teaches a band comprising: a strap; fist and second end portions each 
integrally disposed at a different free end of the strap; a transverse attachment 
mechanism configured to attach the first end portion to the second end portion so as to 
secure the free ends of the strap together, the fist end portion attaching to the second 
end portion in a transverse direction, the transverse direction being parallel to the strap 
height; and an inflatable bladder. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3, 4, and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 



over Robert 651 1490 in view of Kuzmak Re. 36176. 
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7. Robert teaches a band of claim 2. It should be noted that Robert fails to teach 
wherein the transverse attachment mechanism comprises a dovetail transverse 
attachment mechanism having a pin portion and a tail portion. 

8. Kuzmak teaches a strap that uses an attachment mechanism comprising a 
dovetail transverse attachment mechanism having a pin portion and a tail portion. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modifiy Robert in view of Kuzmak as an alternative means 
for securing the attachment mechanism of Robert. 

9. Robert/Kuzmak teaches wherein the transverse member has a generally 
trapezoidal shape; a u-shaped portion and a gap; and a retaining member (30). 
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inflatable bladder 



10. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Robert/Kuzmak as applied to claim 4 above, and further in view of Schockart EP 608 
580 A. 

1 1 . Robert/Kuzmak teaches the band of claim 4. It should be noted that 
Robert/Kuzmak fails to teach an attachment mechanism including a detent. 
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12. Schockaert teaches a strap the uses an attachment mechanism that uses a 
detent. Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify Robert/Kuzmak in view of Schockaert as an 
alternative means for securing the attachment mechanism of Robert/Kuzmak.
